\Vo arc proud to believe that this 


is n glorious free country. We aro 
proud ot tho people, ol tho flat; and wo 
love our lund wnose glories Tifis tho 
heart und swells the soul as we tall 
about thorn; but all this greatness anc 
glory will not bring breakfast to a hun 
gry man or put a roof over a shelterless 
family. With nil our greatness wo can 
just aa easily mar and tear down as we 


to to the fundamental policies for 
the public good. This country started 
out for the public good in 1861, and this 


'icy was substantially followed from 


1789 to 1846. 
The pole star remained 


the same, but from 1846 to 1860 it was 
changed, and that period of 14 years was 
practically the only time when free 
trade was insisted upon. We have heard 
a great deal of free trade and tho tariff. 
What is the tariff? There may be 100 
different ideas about it. 
How is 8500,- 


000,000 to be raised to run this country? 
Who pays it? How does it get into the 
treasury of the United States? 
If 


asked how taxes are assessed and col- 
lected to run a town, city or state, the 
question can 
be promptly answered. 


You know that the money comes direct 
from your pocket. But whence comes 
the money to run the government? At 
tho beginning of the government there 
was a plan adopted to raise tho funds. 
It was ordered that at every port in this 
country where a vessel lands a fence 
be put up and a watchman in whoso 
hands was placed a schedule, and whore 
goods from foreign lands were brought 
in, tho consignor was required to pay 
this country so much on every 100 
pounds of cotfoo, so much on every yard 
of foreign silk, so much on nails, and all 
that money wont into tho U. S. treasury 
to pay expenses. That's the way it be- 
an in 1780, and there was a preamble 
to tho effect that the law WHS not only 
to raise rovonuo but for the further pur- 
pose of encouraging manufacturing in- 
dustries in our country. The tariff sys 
torn was founded in Spain to raisu funds 
to carry on n war. Tho word comes 
from tho town of TaTifa, a port of Spam. 
And when this government was founded 
our forefathers adopted the Tarifa plan. 
All wo bought then came from England. 
They said we want to make tho goods in 
this country, and Thos. Jefferson said he 
hoped to see tho time when there would 
be 500 manufacturing establishments in clothes, 
this country. The gates were placed $1.15 a 
high enough to make factories possible 
and profitable ia this country. But by 
1846 tho states of the south with the 
states of the north in congress said this 
tariff idea ie enriching the north. Wo 
have nothing' but our cotton fields in tho 
south. They saw then what wo know 
now—that the states of tho north are 
the locomotive, and that the southern 
statoo ure but the coaches. (Applause.) 
So in '46 thoy tore down the tariff gates 
and fences, until our country became 
like the fields of the farmer treated by 
the English doctor, shattered and open, 
with steers jumping in to nibble at tho 
posture. Some say there was groat pros- 
perity just then. Yes, there was; but 
thoru was gold in California, and money 
poured into tho United States treasury; 
but it didn't stop long in this country. 
It wont over the ocean to England. 
There was a great famine in Europe, and 
tho products of our Gelds were in the 
greatest demand; and then tho Crimean 
war was in progress and tho United 
States was drawn upon to feed the sol- 
diers, but from '46 to'60,notwithstanrling 
tho big demand all our gold disaprr irod 
into the coffers of Europe, and lei", us 
what? 
The older people heio I.now 


what we had, we had no money but the 
red-dog shin plaster, that wasn't good 
as long as a shiner would glisten on a 
river bank in dog days. (Laughter). 
Pork was K1.V!5 por hundred: wheat, 36 
cents a bushel; corn, 9 and 10 cents; 
nails 110 a keg; calico, 10 and 15 cents a 
yard and wouldn't wash at that; castile 
soap, '25 cents a pound. Why? Because 
all 
these things 
were being made 


in England. 
They 
broke down all 


our factories and industries generally 
were crippled. We didn't notice the ef- 
fect very much at tho time because the 
men wont away to dig gold in California. 
There wore no Coxey armies then. The 
tariff system of 61 to. 94 gave us splendid 
towns and cities which rest like bright 
jewels as tho breast of a queen. But in 
the period for '46 to GO, we endured 
hardships and privations. We had to 
build log houses without nails and the 
glass in the windows was always 8x10, 
made in England. If we had had glass 
as largo as now we would have to 
mortgage 
the 
place 
to 
pay 
the 


bill. 
The 
man 
then 
who 
didn't 


have a mortgage, or didn't pny his tax. 
was 11 n exception. The 
men worked 


harder, and the mothers and daughters 
wore like slaves in tho homes. The man 
couldn't got a pair o* pantaloons like ho 
can now. It was patch upon piece and 
piece upon patch us long as the trousers 
would hold together, and the nose of 
everybody was to the grindstone. No 
money and no work. It was trade and 
dicker, and no mechanic except the 
cross-roads blacksmith.

was all gone to Europe.

SPIDER'S DIVING SUIT. 


How tlie Iiianct Lire* and DrcathoK While 


llcnialulng Under -Water. 


There is, it appears, a small spider, 


such as may be called the diving 
spider, although rather rare- Like all 
its kin it is an air-breathing creature, 
and dives below the surface of ponds 
and spends a largu part of its life under 
water. It manages to do this much in 
the same way that a. man in a diving 
bell is able to live and wovk for a con- 
siderable time at the bottom of the sea. 
It surrounds the whole under part of 
its body, where its breathing organs 
are, with a bubble of nir, and incased 
in this crystalline bell, it keeps the wa- 
ter out and is able to breath freely. 
Exposed to the attacks of many ene- 
mies above water, it seelcs to escape 
from them by making n hiding place 
for itself at the bottom of tlie pond. 
This it does by drawing together the 
tops of some of the weeds growing 
there with a few threads which it 
spins, so as to make a little bower. It 
then ascends to the surface and brings 
down a bubble of air with it, part of 
which it squeezes out ami leaves in tho 
inside of the bower, whose stems, 
meeting over it, prevent it from get- 
ting out of Its place and rising to tho 
top, as air bubbles always do when 
disturbed or released. The spider then, 
with the part of the bubble which it 
has kept to itself, ascends to the sur- 
face a second time and fetches down 
another bubble of air, part of which it 
secures in the same fashion, and with 
the remaining part ascends to tfie top 
to bring down some more air. It re- 
peats this curious proceeding until 
within the bower it has succeeded in 
forming a bubble of air as big as a 
plum, concealed and kept in its place 
by tho silken meshes of the weeds, 
like the net work of a small balloon. 
Thus the spider, in the same way that 
a mason carries stones and lime to his 
building, carries dov/n bells of air from 
the surface to tmild for itself a crystal 
palace, whose clear, transparent dome 
and walls, thin as the finest film, are 
yet sufficiently strong to keep out the 
great body of water and to ynable the 
creature to live at the bottom of the 
pond as easily as if it were on dry land.

Pl»., Oct. ».—The tropi- 


cal hurricane that has been central in 
the gulf for several days, struck this 
city Sunday night. The wind blew 
from the northeast and was accom- 
panied by rain. The hurricane in- 
creased In fury as morning approached 
and all day yesterday it raged with 
terrible 
fury. 
Falling kigns 
and 


roofs made it dangerous to pedes- 
trians on the streets and business 
was practically suspended. The aver- 
age velocity of the wind from 7 a. m. 
to 7 p. m., Monday,>was forty-eight 
miles. Between 2 and 3 p. m. it blew 
steadily at the rate of sixty-eight miles 
an hour, and several times between 11 
a. m. and 4 p. m. it reached a velocity 
of eighty-five miles. 


At 2 p. m., October 8, the barometer 


fell to 29.8, the lowest ever recorded at 
this station, being .19 lower than dur- 
ing the great ntorra of last October. 
The center of the hurricane was not 
a great distance southeast of this city, 
but every telegraph wire leading from 
the city went down before 11 a. m. 
Monday, and nothing could be heard 
from other points. Owing to the wind 
blowing from off shore and the warn 
ing given by the weather bureau, the 
damage to shipping was small. 


The tide rose over tlm quarantine 


station and damaged the crib. The 
tide was so high that it broke clear 
over Santa Rosa island, and the life- 
having- crow were in water up to their 
waists. One house was blown down at 
the station, the wharf was swept aw 
and the supply sloop was swamped 
and sunk. The track of the dummy 
lino from Big Bayou to the navy yard 
is twisted out of shape and in some 
places buried two feet under sand. 


The city is much damaged. Fences, 


trees and small nuthouses wore blown 
down iu every part of the city. A part 
of the roof was blown off the opera 
house. The entire roof was torn oft 
the large Blount & Wutson building 
on

flooded with water. A part of the 
roof of Crcary & McClintoclc's ma-

Several plate glass fronts 
were smashed by falling signs and 
awning poles. So far as learned no 
one was injured. 


The storm ceased at midnight last 


night, and the weather was bright nnd 
much cooler to-day.

has been received from Port Bads to 
the effect that the orunfi'u crop in that 
vicinity was damaged one-third by the 
storm.

Canoed by the Folly of a Oarelea* 


Employe. 


THREE IER SDFFERi HORRIBLE DEiTH 


While Thouundi ol Others Are Thtiwn 


Out of Work fcr Months—Hun- 


dreds of Thousands cf Dol- 


lar*' Loss Sustained. 


SUAMOKIN, Pa., Oct. 10.—The most 


disastrous mine fire in the histor/ of 
the anthracite regions of Pennsylvania 
started at the Luke Fidler colliery. 
Monday night, from the naked lamp of 
a workman. Five persons are known 
to be dead. They are: 


Irving Buffinpton, cai pouter. 
George Brown, miner. 
John Gierse, laborer. 
Michael Bufaski. laborer. 
Anthony Zobert, drii cr boy. 
Buffington, with a number of othir 


carpenters, was at work, half way down 
the shaft, calking up holes in the side 
of the brattice which connects the 
shaft with the air shaft. It is the rule 
when doing this work for the man to 
use lanterns, but in this case the rule 
was disregarded and naked lamps were 
substituted. 
Detecting a leak. Buff- 


ington placed his lamp to the draft 
and the flames immediately caught the 
boards, which were saturated with 
oil, and was taken into the air cham- 
ber. 
Realizing 
the 
awful 
conse- 


quences of his act, the man at once 
started for the bottom of the shaft to 
notify the workmen there of their dan- 
ger, his companions in the meantime 
rushing up the shaft to safety. 


When Buffington had notified the 


workmen below ho stopped to ex- 
change his rubber boots for a. pair of 
shoes, and the delay iu doinpf this cost 
him his life. Buffington staggered to 
within thirty feet of the door of the 
.passageway which led to the open air, 
but here he was overcome by smoke 
and fell. His body was found yester- 
day morning. 


The coal-run portion of the Fidler 


working is connected with the Gimlet 
and Hickory Ridge collieries, and in 
consequence they arc not working. 
One thousand men were employed at 
the Luke Fidler colliery, and another 
thousand were given employment at 
the Gimlet and Hickory Ridge collier 
ies. These men will be idle for many 
months. 


The latest p'.an adopted by the of 


flcials for quenching the fire is by 
pumping all available water into the 
mine and thus drowning it out. 
This, 


however, will take months to accom- 
plish, and it is safe to say that this 
valuable coal operation is practicably 
ruined, entailing a loss of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars.
